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Patients worried scheme to abolish reception area 
will leave them struggling to find their wav around 


THE main reception area at 
Ely’s Princess of Wales Hospital 
is to be abolished - sparking 
fears that patients will struggle 
to find their way around. 

Bosses of the Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust 
have decided to close the 
hospital’s main reception by 
March 1. 

The trust says the move follows a major 
review of the hospital’s services. 

But patients are concerned that they 
and others will struggle to find the 
department they need if there is nobody 
there to point them in the right direction. 

Marion Bernard, from Littleport, said: “I 
know myself, and from many other people 
I speak to, that it is quite hard to find your 
way around the hospital as it is. 

“Every time I have been I’ve had to ask 
the receptionists to point me in the right 
direction. 

“If there is going to be no reception 
there I think patients are really going to 
struggle. 

“Surely there must be other ways to save 
cash there rather than getting rid of the 
first facility that people experience?” 

The trust insists that signage and 
appointment cards will be “improved” to 
help patients find the clinic they are 
attending. 

The trust says the closure of the 
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reception will affect one part-time 
member of staff, who they are hoping to 
keep on elsewhere. 

Tracey Cooper, assistant director or 
ambulatory care for the trust, said: “We 
have carried out a comprehensive review 
of the main reception facilities at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital to ensure the 
most effective use of resources. 

“Following the review and in 
consultation with staff the decision was 
taken to close the main reception at the 
hospital by March 1. 

“Individual department receptions 
located at the hospital are to remain open. 

“We are improving signage and 
appointment cards to help visitors find the 
clinic they are attending. 

“This affects one part-time reception 
staff member, who we are working with to 
look at redeployment opportunities within 
the trust.” 

But Little Downham resident Eddie 
Holden is also concerned. 

He said: “Closing the reception area is a 
stupid idea. People who enter the hospital 
go straight to reception to find out where 
they need to go and to seek advice about a 
range of things. 

“There must be other ways to save 
money. This is a vital link of the hospital 
which is just going to be cut without 
anyone being given a say.” 
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New hope for 
Barney Bears 


A PRE-SCHOOL destined 
for closure could be 
allowed to remain open - 
but in new premises. 

In October, major social 
housing provider Sanctuary 
Housing announced it wanted to 
close Barney Bears Pre-school in 
High Barns, Ely. 

The cash-strapped company 
wrote to parents informing them 
that all the childcare facilities 
would stop as of March 30 this 
year “due to economic and 
business reasons”. 

The firm also plans to close an 
after-school club and parent- 
and-toddler groups which run at 
The Barns Community Rooms in 
High Barns and sell the building 
to a developer. 

Parents of more than 100 
children who use the facilities on 
the estate are furious and insist 
they need to remain open. 

The closure of Barney Bears is 
of particular concern due to the 
shortage of pre-school places 
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available in the Ely area. 

But discussions are now taking 
place about the future of the pre¬ 
school - and one possibility is 
that it could re-locate to the 
Larkfield Centre in High Barns. 

Although discussions are at an 
early stage, a spokeswoman for 
the City of Ely Council confirmed 
the idea is being discussed with 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
which owns the building. 

One father, who did not want 
to be named, said: “My daughter 
attends Barney Bears. It’s a 
fantastic little pre-school and the 
facilities provided at the 
community rooms are great. We 
are all outraged by this. 

“Sanctuary Housing must be 
able to find other ways to cut 
costs instead of getting rid of 
vital community facilities like 
what we have here in High Barns. 

“It’s going to have a 


devastating effect on a lot of 
families." 

Another mother, whose son 
attends the after-school club, 
said: “These community rooms 
help to keep our children off the 
streets. 

“Sanctuary has run them for 
more than 15 years and then all 
of a sudden they just want to 
stop. 

“We won’t let them get away 
with it that easily.” 

iohn Grain, a spokesman for 
The Barns Community Voice, 
said: “I have heard that all the 
staff are going to be made 
redundant when everything’s 
closed. 

“The community rooms are a 
fantastic asset for our estate and 
are used by people of all ages. 

“To see them closed down 
would be extremely sad.” 

A spokesman for Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council confirmed 
discussions about the future of 
Barney Bears Pre-school are 
“ongoing”.

Hunt is on 
for stack 
arsonists 

POLICE are continuing to 
hunt for arsonists who set 
massive straw stacks 
alight in fires which took 
more than a week to fully 
extinguish. 

The separate blazes in 
Mepal and Witcham finally 
burnt out after many days, 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service confirmed. 

A spokesman said: 

“Both incidents have now 
been concluded.” 

But police are still 
urging anyone with any 
information about the 
infernos to come forward. 

About 32,000 bales, the 
equivalent of 16,000 
tonnes, were set alight in a 
field off Chatteris Road, 
Mepal, at 11.30pm on 
December 13. 

Just an hour later, about 
100,000 bales, 
approximately 50,000 
tonnes, of straw were set 
fire to in a field off the 
A142 at Witcham. 


Investigations have 
confirmed that both blazes 
were started deliberately. 

For days, local residents 
were urged to keep their 
doors and windows closed 
to avoid coming into 
contact with the smoke. 

Both fires were so large 
that they could be seen for 
miles across the 
Cambridgeshire 
countryside. 


PC Robin Smith, from 
the Rural Community 
Action Team, said: “I would 
urge anyone with any 
information about these 
fires to contact police. 

“Stack fires can take up 
a huge amount of the fire 
service’s time and cost the 
victim thousands of 
pounds, as well as pushing 
up the cost of straw. 

“We are working closely 


with the fire service to 
combat this type of 
offending and extra patrols 
will be put on in the area.” 

Anyone with any 
information or who spots 
suspicious activities 
around straw stacks should 
call police on 101 or 
Crimestoppers, 
anonymously, on 0800 
555111. 


Call goes out for hundreds of foster carers 


MORE than 700 extra foster carers 
need to be found across the East of 
England in the next 12 months, a 
leading charity has warned. 

The figures, from the Fostering 
Network, show the scale of the 
challenge for fostering services. 

Since 2008, the number of 
children living with foster families 
in England has increased by 16 per 
cent, and is continuing to rise. 

There is also an ageing foster 


carer population and about 14 per 
cent of the workforce retire or leave 
every year. 

Helen Clarke, recruitment and 
retention expert at the Fostering 
Network, said: “All children in care 
need a family they can grow up 
with who can love them, be 
ambitious for them and help them 
achieve their potential. 

“For a growing number, foster 
care is the best option. By 


becoming a foster carer people can 
help the children they welcome 
into their homes to have the best 
possible opportunity of a positive 
future, to do well at school and be 
successful in later life. 

“Foster carers come from all 
walks of life, from teachers to 
factory workers and builders to 
nurses.”

Shop man’s terror 
as robbers strike 


District 
in UK’s 
top ten 

EAST Cambridgeshire has 
been revealed as one of the 
best places to live in the 
UK. 


Four fire crews were called to 
the barn in Straight Furlong, 
Pymoor, and arrived to find it 
well alight. 

The blaze happened at about 
1.30am on Monday and is 
believed to have been started 
deliberately. 

The entire interior of the 
600sq m barn has been demo¬ 
lished, as has a tractor and 
other agricultural machinery 
which was inside it at the time. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “The 
frame of the barn is still 
standing but all the building’s 
interior has been gutted. 

“The barn might be able to 
be saved but it might have to 
be demolished to make the site 
safe.” 

Two crews from Ely, one 
from Sutton and another from 
Littleport spent about three 
hours battling the flames. 

A second barn on the site, 
which housed some 150 tonnes 
of highly flammable nitrogen 
fertilizer, had to be cleared by 
the landowner in case the fire 
spread. 

The inferno comes just 
weeks after more than 100,000 
tonnes of straw bales were 
deliberately set alight in nearby 
Mepal and Witcham.

TWO balaclava-clad thugs 
held a shop worker at 
knifepoint before stealing 
thousands of pounds from a 
safe. 

The terrifying raid happened in 
Littleport just after 5am on Tuesday. 

Two masked men armed with 
knives burst their way into the 
McColTs grocery store and post 
office in Main Street and held the 
shop’s assistant manager at 
knifepoint. 

The assistant manager was 
assaulted and it is believed he was 
then tied up while the thieves 
raided the store’s safe. About £6,000 
in cash was stolen. 

Police say the attackers used a 
fluorescent yellow newspaper bag 
to carry the cash - and that they 
made off on bicycles. 

The victim was ordered by his 
employers not to speak to the 
Weekly News about his ordeal but 
police have described it as 
“terrifying” and a major hunt has 
been launched to find the 
offenders. 

Det Sgt Phill Richardson, 
investigating, said: “This was a 
terrifying experience for the victim 
and I would urge anyone with 
information to call police. 

“In particular we are keen to 
trace the fluorescent bag that was 
used to carry the cash, or the 
bicycles the offenders made off on. 

“These may have been discarded 
and I would ask people to contact 
us if they find them in the area. 
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“I would also like to speak to 
anyone who saw people hanging 
around the back of the store in 
recent weeks, or who was in the 
area at about 5am. 

“A car was seen pulling up 
outside the store at about 5am to 
drop someone off. 

“We are keen to speak to the 
driver or the person who was 
dropped off as they may have vital 
information to assist the 
investigation.” 

The victim was taken to hospital 
for treatment following his ordeal, a 
police spokesman confirmed. 

The offenders were both white, 
muscular and wore balaclavas and 
dark clothing. One was about 6ft 
3ins, the other 5ft llins. 

The attack is the third armed raid 
to happen in Cambridgeshire in 
recent weeks. 

On December 8, two balaclava- 
clad men wielding a sword and a 
crowbar tried to raid the post office 
in nearby Mepal. 

The post office’s owner, Gurdip 
Singh Jatana, managed to fight the 
attackers off without them stealing 
anything from his store. 

Just three days earlier, three 
masked men wielding an axe and a 
crowbar robbed a post office in Bar 
Hill library - attacking a librarian 
and a postal worker. 

A Post Office spokeswoman said: 
“The people who run our post

Copper theft leaves phones dead 


HUNDREDS of people 
were left with no phone 
lines for almost two 
days after a major 
cable theft. 

Some 600 service 
users in Witchford were 
left with no phone or 
internet access when 
229m of underground 
copper cables were dug 
up by thieves last 
Thursday. 

Residents have now 
called for better reg¬ 
ulation of scrap metal 
sales to prevent further 
incidents. 

Mark Divall, 55, of 


Ward Way, Witchford, 
said: “I am a self- 
employed web designer 
and this theft really hit 
me hard -1 am just glad 
it wasn’t for longer. 

“I work and keep my 
accounts and pay bills 
online, and nowadays it 
is part of everybody’s 
lives. I even travelled up 
to an Ely pub to use the 
WiFi there because I 
needed to get online.” 

He added: “There are 
quite a number of 
elderly residents in 
Witchford and many do 
not have mobiles, 


which can be expensive 
to use anyway. 

“It is a big concern 
that they feel cut off.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Police 
said the theft happened 
between 9pm on 
December 29, and 
lunchtime the following 
day, from outside the 
new recycling centre in 
Ely Road, on the 
approach to the village. 

She said: “It would 
represent an estimated 
value of more than 
£ 1 , 000 . 

“Enquiries are being 


made locally but we 
would ask anyone who 
saw anyone suspicious 
on that evening and 
early morning to 
contact police on 101.” 

Metal thefts have 
made national head¬ 
lines this year with 
offences increasing and 
copper in particular 
proving popular among 
thieves. 

A spokesman for BT 
said engineers had 
worked around the 
clock to get the cable 
restored by Saturday 
afternoon.

Backlash over 
MP’s call to 
repeal hunt law 


AGRICULTURE min¬ 
ister Jim Paice has 
courted controversy 
in his backing for fox 
hunting. 

Mr Paice, the MP for 
South East Cambridge¬ 
shire, said the ban on 
hunting with dogs “simply 
doesn’t work” and con¬ 
firmed a vote on repealing 
the legislation would be 
put before Parliament. 

The law allows hounds 
to be used to follow a 
scent and flush out a fox, 
which can then be shot or 
killed by a bird of prey as 
long as only two dogs are 
involved. 

Hunt supporters com¬ 
plain this is confusing and 
illogical and claim an 
increase in membership 
since the law was passed 
in 2004. 

Mr Paice made his 
remarks on Boxing Day, as 
hundreds of supporters 
turned out for meetings 
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across the region. 

Opponents to the 
practice, including Cam¬ 
bridge MP Julian Huppert, 
have condemned it as 
“barbaric”. 

Mr Paice, pictured, said: 
“The current law simply 
doesn’t work. 

“I personally am in 
favour of hunting with 
dogs - and the coalition 
agreement clearly states 
that we will have a free 
vote on whether to repeal 
the Act when there is time 
in the Parliamentary 
calendar to do so.” 

William Burton, the 
regional director of the 
Countryside Alliance, is a 
member of the Thurlow 
hunt. 

He said: “People are 
continuing to support the 
hunt while we have got 
the Act in place and are 


determined not to let go 
of what we’ve got. 

“We would like to see 
the Act repealed - at the 
time of the Act we were 
advocating a middle way 
where hunting would be 
regulated by an indepen¬ 
dent person.” 

Dr Huppert said there 
was no question of 
compromise. 

He said: “I am totally 
against hunting animals 
for sport and I hope our 
Government will uphold 
the Hunting Act to make 
sure this barbaric practice 
is consigned to the history 
books, where it belongs. 

“That is why I signed 
the pledge by the League 
of Cruel Sports to show 
my support for the Act 
because I believe no 
animal should be chased 
to the point of exhaustion 
and slaughtered for 
pleasure. 

“There is no place for 
this in a civilised society.” 
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Gateway 
to jobs 
boost 

HUNDREDS of jobs are 
set to be created in 
Soham with the devel¬ 
opment of a new 
supermarket and petrol 
station. 

Major firm Harrier 
Developments Ltd has 
announced massive 
plans to develop a 
'Northern Gateway’ in 
The Shade area of 
Soham. 

The proposals, which 
the company hopes to 
formally submit within 
the next month, include 
building a new super¬ 
market, a petrol station, 
a new recreational open 
space and play area. 

Bosses say the 
scheme will lead to the 
area becoming more 
industrialised, creating 
even more employment. 

The new supermarket 
alone is expected to 
provide up to 200 new 
jobs for local people. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, 
leader of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC), was 
unaware of the prop¬ 
osals. 

But he added: "Ob¬ 
viously we will welcome 
any development which 
provides new employ¬ 
ment opportunities in 
these tough times. 

“I do also believe that 
Soham needs more out- 
of-town services. 

“As with all planning 
applications, the coun¬ 
cil will consider each 
one, but these plans will 
have to be in accord 
with the Soham Master- 
plan.” 

The proposals will be 
exhibited at The 
Pavilion in Fountain 
Lane, Soham, on Friday, 
January 13 from 2pm- 
5pm and Saturday, 
January 14 from 10am- 
lpm.

Traders voice fears after Portas survey 


GERMAN supermar¬ 
ket chain Lidl has 
launched new plans 
to open a store in Ely. 

The budget retail giant 
was unsuccessful in its 
attempts to build a food 
store in the city in 2007 and 
again in 2008 - but now 
bosses want to build a non¬ 
food store instead. 

The new proposals, 
which have been submitted 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, involve 
building two separate non¬ 
food units where EMG Ford 
in Angel Drove currently is 
- directly opposite Tesco. 

Lidl bought the site four 
years ago, although EMG 
Ford does still have a two- 
year notice agreement. 

If approved, the stores 
could potentially be 
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opened by 2014. 

They would sell DIY 
goods, carpets, pet pro¬ 
ducts, furniture and 
electrical and gas applian¬ 
ces. The plans have been 
met with grave concern by 
the Ely Traders Association 
(ETA), who say another 
supermarket will entice 
more people to shop out of 
the city centre. 

ETA spokesman Andrew 
Olley said: “Mary Portas 
highlighted Ely in a report 
commissioned by David 
Cameron, as ‘a town centre 
surrounded on all sides’. 
This application further 
demonstrates how right she 
is.” 

He added: “We need our 
council to be strong, keep 


car parking free in the 
centre of Ely and work with 
local businesses to develop 
the centre of our comm¬ 
unity. Money spent in town 
centre shops is much more 
likely to stay in the local 
community.” 

A spokesman for Lidl 
confirmed the fresh appli¬ 
cation had been submitted. 

The spokesman added 
that a patch of land to the 
north-west of the site, 
which is also owned by Lidl, 
would not form part of the 
application but “may be 
proposed to accommodate 
a single dwelling in due 
course”. 

Ely is already home to 
Tescos, Sainsbury’s, Wait- 
rose and Iceland, with 
planning permission 
already in place for an Aldi 
store in Lisle Lane.

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Man balled over 
murder of OAP

A MAN arrested on 
suspicion of murdering 
76-year-old Chittering 
pensioner Llywelyn Tho¬ 
mas has been bailed by 
police. 

The 22-year-old man was 
arrested in Cambridge on Boxing 
Day on suspicion of murdering 
the pensioner. 

A 21-year-old woman from the 
Cambridge area has also been 
arrested on suspicion of aiding 
an offender in connection with 
the murder. 

Both have been bailed to 
return to Parkside Police Station, 
Cambridge, on February 15. 

The body of classic car 
enthusiast Mr Thomas was 
discovered inside his home in Ely 
Road, Chittering, at about 
12.30pm on Sunday, December 
18. He had last been seen alive at 
about 6.30pm the previous day. 

The father-of-one was found 
with traumatic head and facial 
injuries. 

Detectives believe Mr Thomas 
may have been killed after a 
burglary went wrong.

His silver Rover 75 estate, 
registration B151 CIV, was stolen 
from his home in Ely Road, and 
later discovered in Church Lane, 
Milton. It is thought to have been 
left there between 11pm and 
11.30pm on Saturday, December 
17. 

Police say the vehicle had 
mechanical issues and would 
have made a lot of noise and 
been travelling slowly. 

Investigations have also 
established that Mr Thomas had 
spoken to a friend in Wales on the 
telephone following the first part 


of the final of BBCl’s Strictly 
Come Dancing on the night he 
died. 

Detective Superintendent leff 
Hill said: “This latest information 
means we now know Mr Thomas 
was alive at about 8.20pm, which 
means we can specifically appeal 
to people who were in the 
Chittering area after that time. 

“We now know Mr Thomas was 
probably killed between 8.20pm 
and 11.30pm on Saturday, 
December 17. 

“It is vital that anyone who was 
on the A10 between Chittering 
and Milton between those times 
and saw this silver car, or 
anything else suspicious, calls 
police. 

“People may remember 
watching the Strictly final and 
might have popped out after part 
one had finished. If so, did you 
see anything that may assist our 
investigation? 

“Any information, no matter 
how small or insignificant it may 
seem, could be vital in bringing 
whoever is responsible to 
justice.”

A MEDIEVAL poem 
which describes the 
natural beauty of Ely 
has been translated, 
published and is 
available to buy. 

In Praise of Ely is a six- 
page book which is the 
work of Chip Coakley, 
lanet Fairweather and 
Andy English - all of 
whom live in the Ely area. 

The Latin poem, which 
was written in the 12th 
century by Brother Greg¬ 
ory, a monk at the abbey 
in Ely, is part of a large 
manuscript in Cam¬ 
bridge.

A PARTY-GOER took his 
ex-girlfriend's car to fetch 
more straws and caused a 
four-car smash, a court 
has heard.

Paul Brown, prosecuting, read 
a statement from one of the 
drivers involved in the collision 
in Sand Street, Soham, on 
October 18 last year. 

He said: “The Seat was 
travelling towards him very fast

and veered towards him and 
came onto his side of the 
carriageway. It collided with the 
vehicle ahead of him and he had 
to swerve to avoid a collision.” 

The court heard how South, 
driving at excessive speed, had 
lost control of the Seat and 
collided with a parked car and 
then the oncoming vehicle 
before ending up hitting a brick 
wall. 

The oncoming car, a yellow 
Alfa Romeo had structural 
damage worth £2,890. The Seat 
he was driving and the parked 
car, a Toyota, were said to be 
“possibly written off”. 

The fourth car had minor 
damage and the brick wall will 
cost £1,980 to repair. 

South was arrested at the 


scene and gave an an initial test 
showing he was above the legal 
limit. However, the reading taken 
later at the police station showed 
he was below. 

He pleaded guilty at his first 
hearing on December 1 to 
aggravated vehicle taking and 
property damage of more than 
£5,000, and to using a motor 
vehicle without third party 
insurance. 

District judge, Ken Sheraton, 
said: “The offences to which you 
have pleaded guilty are very 
serious. It was luck more than 
any judgement of yours that 
people were not injured or 
worse.” 

South, from Debden Green, 
Ely, was given a community 
order of 18 months and must 
complete two hundred hours of 
unpaid work. 

He was also ordered to pay £85 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge.

Reporter JORDAN DAY casts his eye back over the 
big news stories and quirky happenings which 
helped to shape 2011 in the Ely area 



January 

ELY woman Judith Borland was made an MBE 
in the New Year Honours list for her dedication 
to supporting past and present armed services 
personnel and their families. 

Green-fingered residents expressed their 
disappointment after learning that Ely would 
not be taking part in the prestigious Anglia in 
Bloom competition in the summer. 

Cash-strapped East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) announced radical plans to 
save £2.6m over the next two years, warning 
that jobs at the authority would be lost and 
that charges would be hiked. 

Local firms G's Growers and Produce Global 
Solutions announced plans to build a massive 
mushroom farm and anaerobic digestion 
plant in Littleport. 

The Church Commissioners unveiled major 
plans to develop the north east area of Ely, 
close to the city's Princess of Wales Hospital. 

Residents in Sutton launched a campaign 
after their parish council hiked their parish 
precept by a whopping 28 per cent. 

February 

THE Environment Agency and Defra 
announced major plans to turn over more than 
1,000 acres of farmland in East Cambridgeshire 
to grassland. The sites earmarked are near 
Coveney and Sutton. 

ECDC allowed bosses at the Murfitts site in 
Wisbech Road, Littleport, to reopen the site as 
an outside storage site for rubber granules, 
despite major fears from residents that it was 


vulnerable to another blaze breaking out. 

Planners approved proposals to build a 35- 
acre solar energy farm in Wilburton, making it 
the largest solar energy farm in East Anglia. 

Members of the Ely Muslims announced 
they wanted to build a miniature mosque in 
Ely. 

It was announced that full-time jobs at Ely 
fire station could be scrapped in favour of 
retained cover only as part of major cost¬ 
cutting plans. 

March 

NATURE lovers were up in arms as the latest 
phase of Ely’s Country Park project got under 
way, insisting ECDC was ruining the city’s 
countryside by laying unnatural-looking 
footpaths and picking the wrong time of year 
to carry out the work. 

Tennis ace Tim Henman visited Soham to 
formally open the town’s new adiZone facility. 

The Rt Revd Stephen Conway was formally 
installed as the new Bishop of Ely. 

After years of discussion and debate, ECDC 
planners finally approved plans to build a 
multi-million pound new leisure centre on 
land off the A10, close to Ely Rugby Club. 

Cambridgeshire County Council announced 
it was to close the pupil referral centre in Ely as 
part of major cutbacks. 

Work finally started on Ely’s new 
Sainsbury's store in Lisle Lane. 

April 

THE principal and governors of Ely College 
launched new rules governing student 


behaviour and school uniform. The new rules 
were praised by the majority of parents but 
caused uproar among some, who insisted they 
were too “petty”. 

Residents and visitors to Ely’s Waterside 
area called for a duck feeding area to be paved 
off, insisting the waterfowl were turning the 
area into an “ugly mudbath”. 

High street chain Caffe Nero announced it 
was to open a new outlet in Ely's High Street - 
much to the horror of local independent cafe 
owners. 

Fairground operator Marie Bell, from 


Wilburton, was barred from Ely's Bank 
Holiday Monday markets despite having 
traded in the city for almost 20 years. 

The East Anglian division of the English 
Defence League threatened to protest in Ely if 
plans to build a mosque in the city progressed. 

May 

RESTAURANT, pub and cafe owners in East 
Cambridgeshire attacked East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s Scores on the Doors food 
hygiene rating system, insisting it was “fooling” 
members of the public. 

Thousands of people flocked to Ely to 
celebrate the city’s annual Eel Festival. 

Residents of all ages pulled out the stops to 
celebrate the wedding of Prince William and 
Kate Middleton. 

Contentious plans to introduce car parking 
charges in Ely took one step closer to 
becoming reality when ECDC and 
Cambridgeshire County Council announced 
they were applying to the Department for 
Transport for civil parking enforcement in the 
city 

Plans to open a new free school in Ely, called 
the Bridge, gathered pace, despite concerns 
from some parents and community leaders. 

Bill and Kay Wayman, from Ely, got the 
shock of their lives after discovering they had 
returned home from a holiday in Cyprus with 
a deadly scorpion in their suitcase. 

June 

CONTENTIOUS plans to leave Ely’s and 
Soham’s fire stations with just one appliance 
each were granted a temporary reprieve by 
bosses at cash-strapped Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

Thousands of families turned out for the 
annual Soham Carnival and Heavy Horse 
Show. 

Furious traders and business owners 
launched a petition fighting council plans to 
introduce parking charges in Ely. The petition 
attracted thousands of signatures in weeks and 
the total figure was over 12,000. 

Yobs vandalised a state-of-the-art new 
adiZone facility in Soham just months after it 
was opened to families. 

Controversial plans to turn Makings Cottage 
in Ely into council-run holiday lets were 
ditched by newly-elected council leader Peter 
Moakes, much to the delight of locals. 

Bosses at Ely Cathedral launched a 
campaign to raise £140,000 needed for urgent 
repair work to be carried out. 

July

Cathedral and insisted it was ruining the cathedral 
experience for locals and tourists alike. 

Colourful rafts took over the River Great Ouse at 
the annual Ely Aquafest. 

Frustrated residents spoke up over the issue of US 
Air Force plans flying too low over Ely and said they 
were making their lives a misery. 

Building a southern bypass in Ely was identified 
as one of Cambridgeshire County Council's key 
infrastructure priorities. 

Tree vandals struck at a tree in Waterside, Ely, and 
nature lovers believe it could have been an act of 
revenge against a proposed tree preservation order. 

August 

HIGHWAYS bosses announced they were planning 
to cut the speed limit of the A10 between Ely and 
Cambridge from 60mph to 50mph - something 
which has proved to be controversial ever since. 

Council chiefs allowed national coffee shop chain 
Caffe Nero to remain open in Ely’s High Street 
despite the company failing to seek planning 
permission. 

Residents feared that proposed reforms to national 
planning policy could see East Cambridgeshire’s 
dreaded Mereham development raising its ugly head 
again. 

Grandfather Brian Brooks, from Stuntney, 
astounded doctors who gave him just 12 months to 
live by taking part in a groundbreaking cancer 
treatment trial. 

Pet owner Darren Smith, from Littleport, was left 
flabberghasted after discovering his pet cat, Rosie, 
was both male and female. 

September 

POLICE revealed London-based drug dealers were 
travelling to Ely to set up bases to sell their narcotics. 

Almost 2,000 people had joined a group on social 
networking site Facebook calling for Ely to be listed 
as in Cambridgeshire rather than Norfolk. The error 
still has not been rectified. 

It was revealed that East Cambridgeshire could 
end up being merged into one constituency as part 
of a huge shake-up of Parliamentary seats. 

Budget supermarket giant Aldi submitted new 
plans to build a store in Ely, three years after 
originally being granted permission. 

A public meeting was held for worried traders to 
air their views about proposed parking charges for 
Ely. 

It was revealed the Bishop of Ely’s pedigree cat 
had disappeared after being shot with an airgun. 

October 

TESCO bosses announced they wanted to demolish 
their store in Angel Drove, Ely, and build a new, 
bigger supermarket further down the road. 


ECDC bosses sparked fury after saying Ely’s 
Market Place should be turned into a large car park. 
The idea was later dropped following a public 
backlash. 

Contentious plans to build a mushroom farm in 
Littleport were approved, bringing about 200 new 
jobs to the area. 

Social housing provider Sanctuary Housing 
announced it was going to close the Barns 
Community Rooms in High Barns, Ely. Efforts are 
being made to find alternative locations for the pre¬ 
school, after-school club and other organisations 
which meet there. 

Littleport residents rallied round to help save the 
village’s annual agricultural show from being 
scrapped. 

It was announced Ely’s park-and-ride service was 
to be scrapped as it was costing too much money to 
run and was being underused. 

November 

DESPITE more than 12,000 people having signed a 
petition fighting car parking charges in Ely, ECDC 
voted to press ahead with the plans. 

A state-of-the-art new recycling centre formally 
opened its doors in Witchford. 

Contentious plans to build new wind farms in 
Littleport and Coveney were scrapped. 

ECDC launched a review into the way one of Ely’s 
most criticised community hubs, The Maltings, is 
managed. 

Plans to turn Sanctuary Housing's offices in Ely 
into a “boutique” hotel were announced. 

Hit band The Overtones helped switch on Ely’s 
Christmas lights. 

The Bishop of Ely came under fire from residents 
for getting rid of the large vegetable garden and 
ancient box hedging at his home instead of handing 
the area over to the local community to manage. 

December 

PLANS to cut the speed limit of the A10 between Ely 
and Cambridge were put off. 

The Department for Transport confirmed that 
millions of pounds were to be spent on boosting 
train services between Ely and Soham. 

ECDC was slammed in the major Mary Portas 
review for failing to listen to their electorate's views 
and favouring out of town development over 
boosting town centre trade. 

£28m plans to build a southern bypass in Ely were 
officially backed. 

Two balaclava-clad men wielding a sword and a 
crowbar tried to break their way into Mepal Post 
Office but were bravely fought off by its owner 
Gurdip Jatana. 

Community leaders said Ely’s derelict courthouse 
was falling into a state of disrepair as they 
continued to wait for reports back from HMCS 
concerning the building’s future.

Homes plan 
Is moving on 

Scheme could be start of huge city expansion 


AMBITIOUS plans to 
develop the north¬ 
east edge of Ely are a 
step closer to 
becoming reality. 

The Church Commiss¬ 
ioners for England have 
now formally applied to 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
for planning permission 
for the major develop¬ 
ment. 

The proposals concern 
land at Highflyer Farm, 
which lies east of the city’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital 
and includes building 
about 500 new homes. 

As well as houses, the 
applicants want to build a 
“neighbourhood centre” 
comprising a super¬ 
market, shops, a pub and 
business units. 

The plans also include 
building a new primary 
school, a place of worship 
and/or community hall, 
open space, playing fields, 
new roads and comm¬ 
unity allotments. 

The scheme could be 
the first phase of plans to 
build thousands of homes

in the north of Ely over 
the next 15 years, which 
will expland its popu¬ 
lation from 15,000 to 
25,000 residents. 

The plans were first 
announced earlier this 
year. Residents have been 
able to see the proposals 
and raise their views at 
two public consultations. 

District and city Cllr 
Mike Rouse, who repres¬ 
ents north Ely, has praised 
the applicants for the 
plans. 

He said: “The large part 
of the lower lying areas is 
allocated to the country 
park and there is con¬ 
siderable impetus for an 
urban drainage system. 

“They have put a lot of 
thought into the design. 

“It recognises that 
mistakes have been made 
in the past and that this 
site deserves a very high 
degree of thought into 
how it links to other parts 
of the city.” 

The site is identified for 
new homes in the Ely 


Masterplan, which was 
published by ECDC in 
spring 2010. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Church Commissioners 
of England said: “The Ely 
Masterplan sets out to 
provide a long-term 
vision to help manage the 
growth of Ely over the 
next 20-25 years - with 
development at Highflyer 
Farm envisaged as the 
first phase of a much 
larger development in 
North Ely eventually 
totalling some 3,000 new 
houses. 

“The Commissioners' 
proposals for Highflyer 
Farm are considered to be 
compatible with the 
council’s indicative Mas¬ 
terplan for North Ely and 
will be built out to be 
complementary to the 
wider vision.” 

ECDC will be holding a 
public consultation to 
enable residents to have 
their say before any 
decision is made.

ELY’S policing chief Robin 
Sissons will be leaving East 
Cambridgeshire next year as 
part of a major reshuffle of 
staff by Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary 



Moving on: Robin Sissons will be sector 
inspector for Wisbech. 

Insp Sissons, who took over as 
Ely’s sector inspector in February 
last year, will be returning to 
Fenland as sector inspector for 
Wisbech. 


Insp Sissons was sector 
inspector for March from October 
2006-08 before becoming sector 
inspector for Wisbech from 2008- 
09. 

He has held similar positions at 
Huntingdon, Parkside, in Cam¬ 
bridge, and East Cambridgeshire. 

It is believed Ely’s new sector 
inspector will be Russ Waterson. 

The reshuffle, called Operation 
Redesign, will see the force being 
split into six geographic areas - 
East Cambridgeshire, Peter¬ 
borough, Fenland, Huntingdon¬ 
shire, South Cambridgeshire and 
Cambridge city. 

A police spokesman said: “The 
force is restructuring to deliver 
local policing within existing local 
authority and community safety 
partnership boundaries. 

“Inspector Robin Sissons will be 
returning to Fenland next year as 
part of the moves for the future 
local policing structure which will 
consist of six geographic areas. 

“Working at this local level is the 
most appropriate way to respond 
to community needs and avoid a 
one-size-fits-all policing approach 
to local issues. 

“Using these areas as our local 
policing boundaries will encourage 
colleagues to continue to work 
closely with their partners and 
communities on the issues that 
matter most to local people.”

Vaccine call highlights

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Woman’s nose 
broken in row 
with husband 


Man had been drinking at time of attack, court told 


A MAN who fractured 
his wife’s nose after 
headbutting her in the 
face has escaped an 
immediate jail sentence. 

Shaun Leadbetter, 36, 
pushed his wife to the ground, 
straddled her and headbutted 
her, leaving blood pouring 
from her nose, a court heard. 

A violent row at their house 
in Sandys Crescent, Littleport, 
erupted on September 23 this 
year after Leadbetter tried to 
break up with his wife. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard on December 21 how 
she responded by slapping 
him across the face, knocking 
off his glasses. 

Benedict Peers, mitigating, 
said his client, who has a 
serious alcohol problem and 


had been drinking at the time, 
had “overreacted” to the initial 
blow. 

He said: “It was a spon¬ 
taneous and impulsive 
incident, and there is no 
suggestion of prior violence 
between him and his wife. 

“The isolated incident was a 
result of drink and a deter¬ 
iorating relationship between 
the couple.” 

Jacob Edwards, prosecuting, 
said Leadbetter also 
threatened to kill his wife’s 
father during the incident, but 
when asked to leave the house 
he did so immediately. 

Leadbetter was later 
arrested and pleaded guilty to 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on 
November 9. 


Leadbetter’s wife wrote a 
letter to the judge at 
Cambridge Crown Court in 
which she stated she was still 
happy for him to have contact 
with their children. 

Recorder Nicola Padfield 
said: “Clearly what you did to 
your wife on that day went far 
beyond a broken nose. 

“This was a very unpleasant, 
ugly attack on your wife, 
which has left her devastated 
in many ways.” 

Leadbetter was sentenced to 
nine months in prison sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

He was ordered to pay £200 
compensation to his wife and 
was also given a curfew from 
8pm to 8am for six months at 
his new address in Emmaus, 
Green End, near Landbeach.

A RESIDENTIAL centre which 
cares for people with acquired 
brain injuries thanked its 
supporters with a festive 
gathering. 

Staff at Fen House in Ely, 
which is run by the Brain Injury 
Rehabilitation Trust (BIRT), threw 
open its doors and offered 
activities and a buffet to people 
and organisations who have 
supported the charity in the last 
12 months. 

Among those at the event 


were representatives from Jolly 
Good Van Hire, Cloverleigh 
Kennels, AmeyCespa, the 
Waitrose Gardening Team and 
Wilburton’s Women’s Group, 
who have all helped the charity 
in some way. 

Also present was 26-year-old 
Luke Flatman, from Littleport, 
who spent two months at Fen 
House following a car crash in 
2008. Mr Flatman was in his 
final year at Hull University when 
he was involved in a head-on 


crash on his way to campus. 

The former Hills Road Sixth 
Form College student and Ely 
Cathedral chorister spent 10 
days in a coma after suffering a 
brain injury. He also broke his 
left foot, his collar bone and 
required a large steel rod in his 
right leg. 

Earlier this year, he ran the 
London Marathon and raised 
more than £1,000 for BIRT. He is 
now focusing on his dream to 
become a music producer.

YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 
Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter.

Get your garden ready for the start of spring

WITH Christmas over, 
what better new year’s 
resolution is there than 
keeping your garden tidy? 

After all, it doesn’t cost 
much, is great exercise 
and will give you beautiful 
surroundings in time for 
the start of spring. 

Get composting 
The post-Christmas period 
is a great time for making 
compost, with all those 
carbon-rich cards 
and nitrogen-rich veg 
peelings, in fact around 40 
percent of household 
waste is suitable. 

You can use: 

■ Anything that was once 
living, except meat, dairy 
and cooked food, which 
can attract vermin. 

■ Grass cuttings and soft 
young weeds, which will 
rot quickly. 

■ Older and tougher plant 
material, which is slower 
to rot but gives body to the 
finished compost. 

Make the necessary 

CUT-BACKS 

Early in the year, it’s 
important to trim back, 
prune, and generally 
smarten up your garden 
after long, frosty nights. 

Cut any dead or diseased 
wood, and spray trees 
with winter tar oil wash to 
deter insects. You should 
also prune any currants, 
vines and berries, and cut 
back your apple and pear 
trees. Pruning helps to 
encourage a good shape, 


and a healthy growth 
throughout the spring. 

Grow your greens 
Start thinking about your 
vegetable patch, in warmer 
weather you can sow 
broad beans, and now is a 
good time to start 
sprouting potatoes in a 
tub. 

Prepare your vegetable 
beds by clearing away 
dead crops, turning the 
earth and raking in 
fertiliser or manure. Now 
is the time to be 
organised, and plan out 
your garden for the year 
ahead, so start ordering 
seeds, washing seed trays 
and sharpening tools for a 
busy year ahead. 


Use flower power 
Select a combination of flat, 
open flowers such as 
marigolds (corn marigolds, 
calendulas and tagetes), 
umbelliferae (fennel, dill and 
celery, say) and hoverfly- 
attracting plants such as 
alyssum, cornflower and 
California poppy. 

Aim to achieve year-round 
coverage with early-, mid- 
and late-flowering blooms - 
from delicate primrose and 
sweet violet to fragrant 
lavender and wallflower 
to explosive coneflower and 
Michaelmas daisies. Seed 
packets always contain 
more than you need, so 
invite fellow gardeners 
to swap seed leftovers from 
last year with you. 


Get the habitat habit 
It's easy to boost 
biodiversity in your garden 
by creating new habitats for 
plants and beneficial 
creatures. Make it your goal 
to create at least one new 
habitat this year: it could be 
a pond, a hedge, a compost 
heap, or a patch of lawn 
for long grass and meadow 
flowers. 

You'll also be helping the 
rest of your garden, since a 
plot filled with biodiversity 
is less likely to suffer 
damage from pests and 
diseases. Of course, nature 
is not a perfect friend - buy 
preventative controls such 
as carrot fly netting and 
slug rings now, not when 
the pests have struck.

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GARDENING 


Heading 


I F your borders lack colour, 
texture and depth, then it’s 
an ideal time to plan a new 
one to give you all-year-round 
colour, beautifully matched 
plants and a few surprises 
along the way. 

Don’t be afraid to copy others’ 
ideas. You may need to visit a National 
Trust garden or simply look for 
inspiration closer to home, seeking 
out ideas by peeking into 
neighbouring gardens or simply 
asking keen gardening friends how 
they achieved a particular effect which 
you want to replicate. 

Take a camera and notebook with 
you so that you can take pictures of 
particular scenes, so you don’t just 
rely on your memory. 

Alternatively, cut out pictures from 
magazines and cover them with 
tracing paper, drawing on the key 
plant shapes you like. You may not be 
able to use exactly the same plants 
that you have admired in a magazine, 
but it will give you an idea of what 
works shape and height-wise. 

When planning, ensure that the 
border provides year-round interest, 
not just a mass of blooms in summer 
which leaves the area looking dull and 
boring in winter. 

Brighten up spring with bulbs and 
make use of evergreens and shrubs 
with coloured bark or berries in 
autumn and winter to prolong interest 
and keep a shape to the border.

While summer can be a riot of 
colour, trees and shrubs provide a 
framework to the border, some 
structure on which to build seasonal 
displays. They can also be used 
individually to create a particular 
effect such as a focal point. 

Of course, the first consideration is 
your soil - is it acid or alkaline, is 
your aspect light or shady, is the 
ground dry or moist? Again, consider 
plants which have done well in your 
neighbours’ gardens because they are 
also likely to do well in yours. 

If you want a tree or shrub to add 
height to a border, use a tripod of 
canes which can be moved around to 
give you an idea of where the new 
addition will fit in best and when 
choosing a tree, consider its rate of 
growth and ultimate size. You don’t 
want it dominating the border and 
casting shade over some of your more 
colourful sun-lovers later in the 
season. 

Try to keep the planting design 
simple, choosing perhaps large 


for the borders 


interlocking drifts of plants rather than 
a mismatched smorgasbord of a lot of 
little plants which you’ve bought on a 
whim but which don't really 
complement each other. 

Consider a themed border for 
compatible plants, such as a 
Mediterranean border, or a border 
with one type of plant such as herbs, 
which can be intermingled 
successfully. 

Think about repetition in your 
border as using a particular plant 
repeatedly makes a particularly showy 
plant stand out and also helps merge a 
diverse display. 

Alliums, with their stunning 
lollipop-shaped clusters of flowers, 
can provide a showy display repeated 
at points along a border, but any 
repetition will help give the border 
more visual uniformity. 

If you haven’t particularly thought 
about colour, do so now, and use a 
colour wheel to judge which colours 
go best together. 

Do you want a sizzling clash for a 
dramatic, hot effect, or a softer palette 
of colours closer in shades such as 
pinks and mauves, which will merge 
together beautifully in the border? 

Use a few large, architectural 
plants such as phormiums or fatsias to 
create a dramatic effect, rather than 
lots of fussy, small plants. Position 
plants, still in their pots, so you can 
stand back and view the effect from 
several angles and move them if you 
need to.

The Swedish firm 
has been in difficulties 
for some time but 
Howarth was at pains 
to point out that Saab 
GB is still functioning. 

“Saab Great Britain, 
with whom we have 
our contract, are still 
in ‘administration’ 
only,” Howarth says of 


the current situation, 
“and are therefore 
technically still 
functioning.” 

The Harston-based 
showroom remains 
open for business and 
is expected to honour 
all existing warranty 
and servicing agree¬ 
ments. It is also 
believed that the 
dealership will con¬ 
tinue to sell new Saabs 
(while stocks last): 
used Saab sales are ex¬ 
pected to continue 
uninterrupted. 

Howarth expressed 
sorrow about the 
developments in 
Sweden but added: 
“We can at least now 
move on, initially 
setting our stall out to 
remain very much as a 


‘Saab specialist’ if we 
cannot be the ‘Saab 
dealer’.” 

It is understood that 
Cambridge Saab’s 
owners, Trumpington- 
based Buckingham & 
Stanley, are looking to 
add a new franchise to 
sit alongside the 
Chevrolet dealership 
which opened its doors 
earlier this year in 
Trumpington. 

It is still possible 
that Saab will find a 
buyer, but if the plan 
fails it will be the end 
of the road for the 
ambitious plans for 
2012 which the 
Swedish firm had put 
in place since being 
taken over by Dutch 
car maker Spyker a 
year ago.

- potholes. This winter, 
UK roads are set to 
become the worst “in a 
generation”. 

After Honda, the most 
“pothole-proof” 
manufacturers are Toyota 
and Hyundai, with less 
than 2 per cent of their 
cars suffering axle and 
suspension damage 
attributable to potholes 
and other road defects. 

Conversely, Chrysler, 
Mercedes-Benz and Land 
Rover models are the 
most likely to be defeated 
by the UK’s pothole- 
riddled roads, with more 


than 10 per cent 
suffering damage each 
year. 

While the average 
payout for pothole- 
induced suspension 
damage is £309, Warranty 
Direct and 

Potholes.co.uk have 
indentified recent claims 
as high as £2,420. 

Duncan McClure 
Fisher, of Warranty 
Direct, said: “With last 
year’s road damage 
barely dealt with, a 
repeat of those harsh 
winter weather 

conditions could see our 
highways deteriorate to 
the worst state they’ve 
been in for a generation. 

“As councils struggle to 


solve the pothole 
problem, consumers can 
at least be smart about 
their vehicle of choice. 
We’ve found some cars 
have an uncanny ability 
to absorb the jolts from 
even the most severe 
road craters, while others 
aren’t so resilient. 

“Particularly surprising 
is that high-end 
manufacturers are just as 
vulnerable, if not more 
so, than ‘value’ 
manufacturers. However, 
we wouldn’t lambast 
those at the bottom of 
the pile because the 
roads are just so bad.”
